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MAILING OF WOOD: I weuld like t» hear from yeu on the subject of mailing 
wooed, Perhapns yeu have a zoed way er perhaps yeu knew how net te send it, 
One should net place tape directly ever a piece ef weed because it may pull 
the print off and the plastic tape will usually leave a mark, Seme cut a 
e hele the size of the woed in cardbeard before mailing. Seme us the Jiffy 
Bags or something similar. You sheuld NOT place a piece of woed leose in 
an envelope, sven if it is insids a letter. If anyene has seen the new 
autematic machines in use at various major pest effices in Canada they 
would soon learn why many pisces of weed get broken. There is a machine 
that autematically checks for the preper postage, places the enveleps right 
side up, with the stamp at the tops The enly problem is that two narrow 
belts weave areund various posts, bending the letters as they move, The 
way I see it, we must keep the wood out of these belts, There are two ways 
ef doing this, One is to have a large envelope, prebably 8 x 10, The other 
is to have a thick envelepe so that it is ejected before it enters the main 
part of the system, I have been using the last one and have been enclosing 
two thicknesses ef ordinary cardboard in the envelepe with the wood between, 
The thickness of the wood alone is not always sufficient te cause the letter 
to be ejected, i
